Maymo, Burma, March 27 


(AP)—The "Flying Tigers" 
of the American volunteer 
group struck 70 miles deep 
into Thailand early today in 
simultaneous raids on Japa- 
nese air fields at Chiengmai 
and Lampun, destroying more 
than 10 enemy planes. 


The Chinese headquarters 


announced that the Amer- 
icans, 
flying 
shark-toothed 


0-40 fighters which survived 
the rain of bombs in a heavy 
Japanese bombing of central 
Burma last week, surprised 
40 to 50 Japanese planes on 
the ground at Chiengmai. 


These were said to have in- 


cluded fighters, bombers and 
three or four transport planes. 


Diving into the teeth of in- 


tense defense fire, the Amer- 
icans raked the Japanese air- 
craft with incendiary bullets, 
starting seven fires, the Chi- 
nese announcement said. 


Three Japanese planes were 


said to have been destroyed in 
a single blaze. 


U. S. Outnumbered 


In addition to the planes known 


to have been destroyed at Chieng- 
mai, 
several others probably were 


put out of action at Lampun, less 
than 20 miles away. 


American pilots said most of the 


Japanese planes which, dealt the 
battering blow last week to an RAF 
and AVG base in central Burma 
last week were believed to have come 
from Chiengmai and Lampun, 


The fact that both these Japanese 


bases were "wide open" for the 
dawn attack was taken by the 
American fliers as an indication that 
the Japanese believed the AVG had 
been knocked out in the central 
Burma bombing—or weakened too 
much for a retaliatory raid. 


Today's raid however, gave evi- 


dence that the '-Flying Tigers," as 
the Chinese call the Americans, still 
are in the fight although in opera- 
tions over the past week-end they 
have been outnumbered sometimes

IGNORANCE 


Like everything else, there are two 


sides to ignorance—the good and the 
bad side. Hllaire Belloc, In his In- 
teresting essay. "In Praise of Ig- 
norance." says this: "All our loves, 
aii our hero-worships, all our dreams 
of coming peace, all our visions of 
fortune, are the fruits of ignorance." 


That's quite a statement, yet when 


you come to think it all out it has a 
deal of sense and truth to it. Ignor- 
ance often is a great blessing. Some- 
times it is even "bliss," as the poet 
has said! 


If the average human being knew 


all the things that were working 
against his success and happiness, 
he would probably feel more like 
giving up before starting out than 
going ahead and risking everything! 
W. H. Hudson, the naturalist, was 
told when a young man that he had 
a very bad heart and that he might 
—if careful—liye into middle life. 
Well, this statement worried him 
and made him unhappy most of his 
life_but he actually lived much be- 
yond the Biblical threescore and 
ten. Imagine how ignorance would 
have helped him out! 


If I were a doctor and found on 


my hands a patient who I felt could 
not live over a day more, still would 
I encourage that patient to think 
that he had years to live. And per- 
haps I would be right. Perhaps he 
might! 


Recent years have gotten us all 


worked up over germs and vitamins. 
Our fathers knew little about either 
and yet they did a pretty good job 
of character and Nation building. 
Cleanliness, and good common sense 
take care of both. We ought not to 
know all about either. It's nice to) 
speculate upon what we don't know! 


There are handicaps in even know- 


ing too much. By being ignofant 
along many lines we have much 
toward which to look and learn. This 
fact stirs our imagination and spurs 
our ambition. As a matter of fact, 
no matter how much we may think 
we know, we are, in the final analy- 
sis, very ignorant. Even- a child at 
times stumps us! 


Take this war, for instance. How

Harrisburg, March 27 (AP) — 


Shortage of teachers resulting from 
the military draft today prompted 
the state Council of Education to 
make available to elementary schools 
college graduates who have prepared 
to teach in the secondary field. 


"The shortage of teachers is in- 


creasing apparently in the rural 
areas," declared Dr. Francis B. 
Haas, state superintendent of public 
instruction, in disclosing the move 
to bridge the gap. 


"A number of different proposals 


have been made to meet the situa- 
tion," he added. "Every effort will 
be made to maintain a high level of 
preparation in teacher education 
and at the same time provide an 
adequate supply of teachers." 


Not Permanent Cure 
j 


Officials said that in some lo- 


calities there was an excess of teach- 
ers who have high school teaching 
certificates but are not prepared to 
teach in the elementary field where 
there never has been an over-supply. 
They expressed belief the new move 
would 
alleviate the 
elementary 


shortage but doubted that it would 
prove a permanent cure. 


Dr. Haas said he would issue an 


^lementary temporary standard cer- 
tificate for a period of one year to 
the holder of a certificate for teach- 
ing in the secondary field under the 
following conditions: 


1. A written request shall be pre- 


sented to the superintendent of 
public instruction by the superin- 
tendent under whose jurisdiction the 
teacher is to serve. 


2. The certificate may be renewed 


for ar> additional period of one year 
through the presentation of an of- 
ficial transcript showing that six 
semester hours of further profes- 
sional education in the elementary 
field have been completed.

3. The presentation of a rating 


score 
card 
showing 
satisfactory 


teaching experience for the previous 
year. 


4. Subsequent renewals shall be 


made on the same basis as the first 
renewal and so continued until 30 
semester hours of professional edu- 
cation from an approved elementary 
degree curriculum have been coin- 
Dieted. 


5. This regulation is to be ef- 


fective at once and shall continue 
in effect for the duration of the 
present emergency, the"superintend- 
ent of public instruction being di- 
rected to report and submit recom- 
mendations to the council concern- 
ing tlie continuance or discontinu- 
ance of this regulation each Sep- 
tember during the period of the 
emergency.

Malta Takes Heavy 


Toll During* Attacks 


Valletta. Malta. March 27 (AP)— 


The Axis has spent at least 50 planes 
and untold tons ol bombs blasting 
this tiny Mediterranean island since 
March 1, the British disclosed today, 
but as far as knocking Malta out 
as a menace to enemy operations 
between Italy and Africa its efforts 
have been wasted. 


Even more than its British naval 


station, Malta's geography is the 
likeliest explanation for its unen- 
viable distinction as probably the 
most bombed spot in the world. 


A frequently raided Axis target 


since the start of the war, rocky, 
oval-shaped Malta, only about 18 
miles long by 17 miles wide—95 
square miles in all—has been pound- 
ed almost ceaselessly day and night 
all this month. Its air alarms wailed 
899 times from December 1 to last 
Tuesday and enemy raiders were 
over it yesterday through daylight 
and into darkness

IGNORANCE 
Like everything else. there are two 
sides to ignorance—the good and tile 
bad side. Hilaire Belloc, in his in­ 
teresting essay, “In Praise of Ig­ 
norance;’ says this: “All our loves, 
all our hero-worships, all our dreams 
of coming peace, all our visions of 
fortune, are the fruits of ignorance.” 
That's quite a statement, yet when 
you come to think it all out it has a 
deal of sense and truth to it. Ignor­ 
ance often is a great blessing. Some­ 
times it is even “bliss,” as the poet 
has said! 
If the average human being knew 
all tile things that were working 
against his success and happiness, 
he would probably feel more like 
giving up before starting out than 
going ahead and risking everything! 
W. H. Hudson, the naturalist, was 
told when a young man that he had 
a very bad heart and that he might 
if careful—live into middle life. 
Well. this statement worried him 
and made him unhappy most of his 
life—but he actually lived much be­ 
yond the Biblical threescore and 
ten. Imagine how* ignorance would 
have helped him out! 
If I w*ere a doctor and found on 
my hands a patient who I felt could 
not live over a day more, still would 
encourage that patient to think 
that he had years to live. And per­ 
haps I would be right. Perhaps he 
might ! 
Recent years have gotten us all 
worked up over germs and vitamins. 
Our fathers knew little about either 
and yet they did a pretty good job 
of character and Nation building. 
Cleanliness, and good common sense 
take care of both. We ought not to 
know all about either. It’s nice to 
speculate upon what we don’t know! 
There are handicaps in even know­ 
ing too much. By being ignorant 
along many lines we have much 
toward which to look and learn. This 
fact stirs our imagination and spurs 
our ambition. As a matter of fact, 
no matter how much we may think 
we know. we arc. in the final analy­ 
sis. very ignorant. Even a child at 
times stumps us! 
Take this war. for instance. How- 
many can name the countries in­ 
volved and in what their interna­ 
tional 
function 
mainly 
consists? 
Nevertheless It is a fine feeling to 
think that you are not an incurable 
fool!

Not Permanent Cure 
Officials said th a t in some lo­ 
calities there was an excess of teach­ 
ers who have high school teaching 
certificates but are not prepared to 
teach in the elementary field where 
there never has been an over-supply. 
They expressed belief the new move
